B y A ssociated P ress Leased Wire 
Germany ’s spring offensive launch­ 
ed in the hope of forcing the allies 
to conclude peace, entered upon its 
third month today .

MONDAY, wben the peo ple o f Dix o n to wnship were asked to co me to 
the v ario u s po lling places to make their Red Cro ss do natio ns, there o c­ 
cu rred an incident at o ne po lling place, which was a v ery striking ev idence 
o f the spirit with which the peo ple o f this co u ntry are su ppo rting ev ery 
kind o f war wo rk and war relief wo rk. 


A wo man v ery well alo ng In y ears, with her dau ghter and her grand­ 
dau ghter with her, came to this po lling place. 
The grandmo ther Is v ery 
po o r. 
She wo rks dally fo r her liv ing, and she tendered the clerks at the 
table a o ne-do llar bill, say ing, “ Here, I ju st earned this at the wash tu b 
and I do n't ev en let it get co ld befo re 1 bring it to y o u .” 
Then her dau gh­ 
ter, gav e a do llar, and the granddau ghter, 6 o r 8 y ears o ld, shy ly ap­ 
pro ached and laid do wn twenty cents. 
We believ e the $2.20 this family 
gav e to ward the mercifu l and wo nderfu l Red Cro ss was perhaps the big­ 
gest do natio n made in Dix o n that day , when the sacrifice entailed in the 
giv ing is co nsidered. 


The Gu ileless Mex ican Merchant 
IN Mex ico the av erage tradesman is apparently ingenio u s and gu ileless. 
But the department o f impo rts o f the Mex ican treasu ry department has 
fo und that while Mex ican sho e facto ries are pro du cing almo st eno u gh sho es 
to supply the who le po pu lace, there is bu t little o ffering o f the ho me pro du ct 
in Mex ican sho e sto res— that is, little that any o ne can .no tice. 
Sho es that 
are so ld under their genu ine label as o f Mex ican make bring abo u t fifty 
per cent less than if so ld as o f United States o r o ther fo reign make. 
So it 
Is that mo st sho es— o nce they find their way to a Mex ican sho e sto re, su d­ 
denly acquire fo reign labels. 
The department has u nder co nsideratio n two 
pro po sitio ns. One is to do u ble the impo rt du ty o n fo reign sho es, which 
wo uld make it $3.50 a pair Mex ican go ld, equ al to $1.75 American go ld; 
this is to giv e greater pro tectio n to the Mex ican sho e manu factu rers. 
The 
o ther is to dev ise a way in which Mex ican sho es can no lo nger be palmed 
o ff as fo reign, pu shing u p the price to the wearers. 
It is thu s ho ped to 
fo rce up the co st o f fo reign sho es and to keep the dealers fro m deceiv ing 
patro ns as to Mex ican sho es. 


Italy -America Day 
« 
JUATION-WIDE celebratio n in this co u ntry o f Italy -America day , Friday 
o f this week, the third anniv ersary o f o u r so u thern ally 's entry into the 
war, marks the beginning o f a new era o f co rdial u nderstanding and mu tu al 


appreciatio n between the two co u ntries. 
The wearing o f the Italian co lo rs 
— red, white and green— either in flo wers o r ribbo ns, is su ggested fo r 


that day . 
The v ital Impo rtance o f an o rganized effo rt to pro mo te go o d feeling 
between these co u ntries— America and Italy — is strikingly pro v en by Ger­ 
many ’s tireless endeav rfr thro u gh* insidio u s pro paganda to aro u se ill feeling 


between the two co u ntries. 
It was German pro paganda rather than fo rce o f arms that nearly pu t 
Italy o u t o f the war in the great Teu to nic driv e last y ear 
And the central 
po wers hav e no t ceased fo r a mo ment their crafty effo rts to iso late Italy 


fro m her allies. 
Italy by her pro mpt declaratio n o f neu trality , released French tro o ps 
fro m her bo rders in time to make po ssible the v icto ry at the Marne. 
She 
stands to day as a barrier between Germany and the o pen Mediterranean 
and pro bable v icto ry in the great war. 
Hence the impo rtance o f giv ing to 
the Italian peo ple the fu llest measu re o f o u r mo ral su ppo rt, and to their 
go v ernment as co mpletely as po ssible the backing o f o u r armed fo rces. 
It is to pro mo te this impo rtant o bject, which has its co ncrete ex pressio n 
in the celebratio n o f May 24. that two great natio nal o rganizatio ns hav e 
recently been fo rmed— the Italy -America so ciety and the Ro man Legio n o f 


America. 
The pu rpo se o f the fo rmer o rganizatio n is the establishing o f a definite 
platfo rm u po n which the leading perso nalities o f the two great natio ns may 
be enabled to ex change their best tho u ght u po n the qu estio ns o f indu stry , 
eco no mics and finance as they are u ndersto o d and practiced in each o f these 
separate lines. 
It pu rpo ses to bring to gether perio dically representativ e 
gro u ps o f the two natio ns fo r the pu rpo se o f cementing a mo re friendly and 


intimate relatio nship. 
The Ro man legio n is an asso ciatio n pu rely o f Italians thro u gho u t the 
co u ntry — the first natio nal o rganizatio n o f Italians in America. 
Its pu rpo se 
is to present sy stematically to Italians in America and Americans o f Italian 
ex tractio n the tru e situ atio n with regard to Germany ’s effo rts to influ ence 
the Italian mind, and to sho w them that America is entirely in sy mpathy 


with o u r Italian ally . 
These two o rganizatio ns and the cau se they represent sho u ld receiv e the 
heartiest su ppo rt o f ev ery lo y al and intelligent American citizen. 
Ev ery 
man, wo man and child in the land sho u ld wear the co lo rs o f Italy nex t 
Friday as a reco nsecratio n o f o u r natio nal faith in the spiritu al kinship o f 


Garibaldi and Washingto n.

American Schrecklichkeit 
'J'HERE has been a gratefu l diminu tio n lately 
in the nu m ber o f ly nchings 
and hazing parties held aro u nd the co u ntry with pro -Germans as v ic­ 
tims. 
Theft hasn’t been mu ch sy mpathy fo r the v ictims, bu t there is a 
widespread feeling that su ch acts inju re the go o d name o f America. 
It hardly requ ired the recent warning fro m Atto rney General Grego ry 
to make tho u ghtfu l peo ple realize that su ch lawlessness as the Prager hang­ 
ing in this state play s into the hands o f o u r enemies. 
Newspapers in Ger­

which no self-respecting American cares to co mpete with Germany . 


Camo u flage 
y ^ E T candidates fo r the legislatu re are apparently fearfu l o f go ing befo re 
the peo ple nex t fall, kno wing that the main issu e will be wet o r dry , 
and that the wets are likely to get the wo rst o f it. 
So it is co ming o u t that 
they hav e a plaq o f “safety first” fo r themselv es. 
They are say ing that the 
legislature is no t go ing to pass o n ratificatio n o r no n-ratificatio n o f the dry 
amendment to the natio nal co nstitu tio n, bu t will send it to a referendu m 
v o te by the peo ple. 
Hence— see the po int— they argu e that it will he per­ 
fectly safe fo r dry v o ters to help elect legislativ e candidates irrespectiv e o f

and on the other side I felt almost 
safe. 
J us t down from the crest of 
the hill was one of our artillery po­ 
sition*. with the good old “ 7 5V giv­ 
ing it to the Turk s as fast as they 
could. 
I told the artillery officers 
about 
what 
had 
happened, had a 
drink of water and thought I would 
tak e a nap 
But when they tele­ 
phoned the message hack to Divi- 


and said it was up to us to put them 
out of commission. 
The gun was a 
14-inch naval, and that look ed good 
to me, so I buck ed up a lot. 
Th< 
warehouses were about ten or eleven 
miles away, I should 
judge, and 
about thirty or forty yards apart 
I felt very weak , as I have said, 
and shivered every once in a while, 
so I did not think I could do much 
gunning worth whistling 
at. 
But

they loaded the

made ready, and we got the range 
and was all set. The officer told me 
to let her ride. So I said to myself: 
“ This one is for you, Murray, old 
hoy.

good then, and I laid the wires on 
the other warehouse and let her go.

“ This is not for anybody— 
just for luck , because I sure have
